Washington, Oct. 25.—The electo- 
rate of the United States will go 
to the polls on November 2 to elect 
a new house of representatives and 
38 senators, The Republicans control 
both houses at present. 

The total membership of the house 
is 435 and 218 is necessary for a 
majority. The Republicans have 246 
members in the present house; 
Democrats 181; Farmer-Laborites 
8; Socialists 2, and three seats are 


vacant, 


Forty-nine is necessary for a 
majority in the senate,‘which has a 
membership of 96. At present the 
Republicans have a membership 
54; Democrats 40; Farmer-Labor 1 
and 1 seat vacant. 

In addition to the senate and 
house elections, the majority of the 
states will elect their governors and 
other state officers for the next two 
years, while eight states will test 
the sentiment of the people in re- 
ferenda concerning modification of
